Extensive hearings will’be given by 
the house committee on judiciary pre- 
liminary to any decision as to the form 
of anti-trust legislation. The first 
measure ‘to be brought forward prob- 
ably will be desig rned to prevent in- 
terlocking directorates among indus- 
trial concerns. This interrelation of 
large corporations has been the sub- 
ject of repeated attac ks by congres- 
sional and federal investigating 
bodies. Other su: bjects of anti-trust 
program will include price-cutting by 
monopolies, overcapitalization, re- 
straint of trade, and the more adequate 
control of corporations, probably 
through an interstate corporation 
commission. 

Increased Cost of Living. 


Investigations to determine 
cause of increased prices in food 
products are expected to begin soon 
after the sessiqn qpens. Resolutions 
demanding such inquiries are now 
fore congress. Representative McKel- 
lar, of Tennessee, has introduced a 
comprehensive bill to provide for more 
adequate regulation of cold storage op- 
erations and to penalize combinations 
that control food prices or parcel out 
selling territory. and other measures 
of like character will be introduced 
this week. 

Président Wilson has indicated his 
keen interest in the development of a 
system of rural land banks or credit 
agencies that would meet the needs 
of country districts more adequately 
than can existing commercial banks.

Exactly why it is up to Atlanta to 
raise the $250,000 to re-found Ogle-, 
thorpe university, was explained by 
Dr. Thornwell Jacobs in an address at 
the Westminister Presbyterian church 
yesterday morning. 

The whole south outside of Atlanta, 
he said, had given magnificent support 
to the fund, on the assumption that 
Atlanta would. do her share. 

This implicit confidence in Atlanta 
on the part of other cities, he said, was 
due to the fact that the Atlanta Spirit 
had never failed in a noble undertak~ 
ing in the past, and a sincere belief 
that she could not fail to measure up 
on this occasion. 

All Have Done Their Part. 

Dr. Jacobs told of how he and his 
associates had gone over the south 
and raised $300,000 on the assumption 
that Atlanta would raise $250,000, and 
that nowhere had any Individual or any 
community doubted that Atlanta would 
do her part.

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GASES WILL BE USED 
TO MILL THE QUTLAN 


Killed Six Men, Is Trap- 
ped in a Mine. 


| Bingham, Utah, November 30.—While 
Ralph Lopez, the slayer of six men, 
was attempting to batter down a bulk- 
head at the entrance of the tunnel in 
the Utah-Apex mine today a posse pen- 
etrated an incline and brought out the 
bedies of Deputy Sheriffs Dulgas Hul- 
sey and Tom Nadrich, who were killed 
by the desperado in a subterranean 
fight yesterday afternoon. A devel- 
opment late today was the report that 
Mike Cranovich, who shot-and serious- 
ly wounded his wife several days ago, 
also is a fugitive in the mine and is 
co-opérating with Lopez. 

Two deputies on guard at the mouth 
of the mine opened fire with rifles 
when Lopez began breaking down the 
bulkhead and he retreated into the 
mine after prying away one board. 
That he is suffering from hunger is the 
belfef of the officerx as he has been in 
the mine with only a small supply of 
food since Thursday. 

Hundreds of Americans and foreign- 
ers begged in a dozen different tongues 
today for the opportunity to search the 
mine for the murderer. Only five, led 
by E. P. Strauper, mayor-elect of Bing- 
ham, were allowed to penetrate the 
workings. After making two attempts 
they brought out the bodies which had 
been dragged by Lopez some distance 
up an incline. 

Outwitted repeatedly since Lopez be- 
gan his career of bloodshed on Novem- 
| ber 21, the pursuing sheriffs of seven 
counties today decided to‘batten up the 
mine and attempt to asphyxiate the 
fugitive with poisonvuus. gases. Accord- 
irtgly, fourteen of the fifteen exits were 
stopped with bulkheads and the work 
of preparation fer forcing in gas is un- 
der way.

SOUTHWARD ADVANCE 
BEGUN BY THE REBELS 


Chihuahua City Expected 
to Fall in a Few Days, as 
the Food Supply Is Prac- 

} tically Exhausted. 


_ Juarez, Mexico, November 30.—Gen- 
egal Francisco Villa, constitutionalist 
commander, said today that northern 
Mexico, embracing the states of Sonora, 
Chihuahua, Coahuila, Nuevo Leon and 
Tamaulipas, and including the terri- 
tory from the border to a line 500 miles 
southward, wjll be wholly under the 
authority of the rebet forces within two 
weeks. 

The forces which are fighting Huer- 
ta will then join at Guadalajara with a 
view of marching on to Mexico City. 
This compaign, he said, contemplated 
not only the capture of Chihuahua City, 
but also the spreading of the consti- 
tutionalist authority further south: He 
is to be joined in the interior later by 
General Venustiano Carranza, head of 
the revolutionary movement. 

So far as the north is concerned. 
Villa said the campaign is between 
14,500 federal troops, mostly in garri- 
sons, and 20,300 rebels or constitution- 
alists in garrisons and roaming the 
country. 

Strength of Opposing Forces. 

The appréximate strength of the onp- 
posing forces in the north as gathered 
from official sources by Villa and made 
known by him today is: . 

At Guaymas, Sonora, 3,000 federal 
troops commanded by Pedro Ojeda.

To Attack Chihuahua City. 

In preparation for the attack on Chi- 
huahua City 3,500 troops with sixteen 
machine guns and equipment which 
filled three trains had left Juarez up 
to today and has reached a point fifty 
mtles south. 

Villa expects to join his men within 
a few days and, if possible, to keep 
open a train and telegraph service be-’ 
hind. He said he would be in .Chi- 
huahua City within ten days. 

But the capture of that city, he in- 
sisted, will be only an incident of a 
further advance later, in conjunction 
with Carranza and other rebel leaders. 

Villa pointed out that the only im- 
portant points along the United States 
border not held by rebels now, are 
Nuevo Laredo, opposite Laredo, Texas, 
and Piedras Negras, opposite Eagle 
Pass, Texas, and that his forces already 
had captured the larger cities of the 
north except Guaymas, Chihuhua 
City, Saltillo, Monclova and Monterey. 

On to Mexico City. 

“We will move right on to Mexico 
City,” Villa said. “That is our desti- 
nation. Our forces are working to- 
gether. The troops now in Sonora will 
move southward, attacking Guaymas on 
the way. Those in the east now cen- 
tered around Victoria will move south- 
west, whilee Iwill go right down 
through the heart of the country. On 
the way I will take Chihuahua, where I 
will be in command within ten days, 
Then I will join the eastern and west- 
ern wings of our army at Guadalajara. 
Combined we will march to Mexico 
City.” 

Chihuahua City has been cut off from 
communication for more than two 
weeks. At that time, it was said the 
federal forces had made every prepa- 
ration to oppose the rebel attack. Al- 
most all food supplies have been ex- 
hausted. 

To Move Capttal to Juarez. 

Francisco Escuero, minister of for- 
eign relations in Carranza’s cabinet, 
on arriving from Hermosivo today, 
conferred with General Villa regarding 
the future capital of the revolutionary 
government. Senor Escudero said that 
it virtually had been decided to move 
the capital to Juarez, and that it would 
be conducted much as was Maderos 
capital after the success of the revolu- 
tion against Diaz.

Macon, Ga., November 30.—(Special.) 
Macon people, especially the members 
‘@f the Macon Law Enforcement. league 
@nd those aldermen who had pledged 
their votes to A. J. Smith for chief of 
‘police, have scarcely recovered from the 
Shock of the exposure of Smith, who 
offered to retire from the race aften his 
election was assurec if the whisky ip- 
terests would pay him $10,000 

Friends and foes alike are congratu- 
lating Alderman R. C. Hazlehurst on 
his expose of Smith, and many have ad- 
mitted they were never more badly 
fooled in a man than they were in 
Smith. Supposedly a pious, Christian 
gentleman. who never went out on his 
engine without kneeling down to say 
his prayers, and who has always been 
@ leader in the cause wr prohibition and 
other reform movements, his own ad- 
mission that he offered to retire from 
the race for chief on payment of $10,000 
has completely discredited him here. 

It is reported that the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, of which 
Smith is n member, will take some ac- 
tion in the matter at the next meeting. 

The story : of why Smith with-

Boston, November 30.—The killing 
of 3,180 deer in Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont and Massachusetts this 
fall cost the lives of thirteen persons 
and more or less serious injuries to 
seventy-two others.

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TOM PAINE'S DOCTRINES 


Side, Declares Rev. Al- 
len C. Shuler. 


Using for his theme “The Old-Time 
Religion,” Allen CC. Shuler, in a sermon 
at the East Side Tabernacle last night, 
Startled his congregation when he de- 
clared that many churches and preach- 
ers today are accepting the doctrine 
with which Tom Paine horrified Chris- 
tendom a little more than a century 
ago. 

“I am not a pessimist, but an opti- 
mist,” said Rev. Shuler. 

“Neither am I a sensationalist, ex- 
cept to the extent that truth is sensa- 
tional. I am not a pessimist because 
I believe in the Christ of God, and 


iknow thet truth will triumph over er- 


ror, sin and death. 

“But I am not blind to conditions as 
they are, and to the needs of the souls 
and welfare of humanity. Every stu- 
dent of the signs of the times will tell 
you that we live in an age different 
from any other age; that with all our 
boasted, twentieth century civilization, 
we are in the midst of a time of unrest, 
a time of need in many ways. 

“Changes must needs come; progress 
is a law of righteousness. But tne 
question I want you to think ‘upon to- 
night is this: Are we, with all our 
boasted civilization, our achievements 
and advance along all lines of 
human endeavor, withstanding the 
powersof sin and satan which threat- 
en the basig of our spiritual hope and 
impede the progress of the gospel of 
Christ? Rather is it not true that in 
the effort to adjust ourselves to the 
new conditions of the century we are 
losing our hold on God and our faith 
in the cardinal doctrines of man's re- 

emption? 

“Is there not a giving away on the 

art of the church and ministry today? 
he marks of sin are geen On every 
side; the works of the devil are pros- 
pering. The church, in a way, is mar- 
shaling her forces, but is she doing it 
in God@’s way? Even the daily press of 
the land sees the great need for some- 
thing and extends a wililng hand to 
help. I repeat the question, are we in 
the will of God?

Here’s an Instance.

The “supes’” vellted it all right, but they 
didn’t get enough “murder” or “blood” 
into it. Brady tore his tron gray hair, 
velled to the gods in the “flies” and 
drove his heel through a 2x4 scantling. 

“Hey, you boobs!” he shrieked. . 
this Ben-Hur had lost you four-bits in 
a race, what'd you do to ‘im? What'd 
you do to ’im’? Say! What’d you do to 
"im?" 

“Murder ‘im!’ howled the mob. 

“Then, that’s what he’s done. Now, 
murder ‘im' Murder ’im, confound it! 
Murder ’im!” 

They did. If Ben-Hur had been pres- 
ent. he’d have lasted just about as 
long as his satanic majesty would have 
Sat on a cake of ice. 

Strenuous Teaching.

They crowded about the stage like 
a flock of frightened sheep, and how 
on earth he ever got them into shape, 
it's not expected of a newspaper re- 
porter to know. But, he managed to 
do it. and why his nervous’ system 
wasn’t a shattered wreck when he had 
finished the task is another thing that 
a mere newspaper reporter isn't ex- 
pected to know. 

He made Atlanta plumbers and book

U. 5. COURTS KNOCKED 
BY AN ENGLISH AUTHOR 


Allan Upward, Renowned Pub- 
licist, Says American Tribu- 
nals Unjust to Foreigners. 


London,. November 29.—Allan Up- 
ward, the English novelist, playwright, 
publicist and barrister-at-law, whose 
reminds one trresistibly of the 
title of one of “Oliver Optic’s” books, 
and who has had an uncommonly in- 
teresting career, has just jublished a 
new work which he calls “The Divine 
Mystery.” What is more, he has pub- 
lished it himself, having, so he states 
in a flyleaft accompanying the copy 
hent me, withdrawn the work from 
two leading publishers and refused it 
to several more “In order to make a 
stand against the practice of selling 
American sheets. which he believes to 
be injurious to English authors.” 
asked Upward, who, amongst 
things, is an honorary bard of 
National Welsh Gorsedd and a member 
of one of the most famous learned so- 
cieties of Athens, what he meant by 
the statement above quoted, and have 
received the following letter from him. 
It was written, by the way, from the 
Royal Socities club in §8t. James’ 
street. 

Why He Withdrew Book. 

“I withdrew ‘The Divine Mystery’ 
from two London publishing firms be- 
cause they stipulated for the right to 
sell unbound copies to an American 
publisher. By that system the English 
publisher is enabled to pay his print- 
er’s bill, and is thus relieved from any 
necessity to exert himself, while the 
author is left practically dependent on 
the caprice of the American publisher. 
The last with whom I have had deal- 


to answer letters from me or my 
solicitor. It may be news to you that 
the English Society of Authors has 
laid down that it will not take up a 
case of a member injured by an Amer- 
ican publisher, on the ground that the 
American courts are not impartial be- 
tween natives and foreigners. 

“Personally, these business details 
are utterly distasteful to me. I con- 
sider that when an author has put his 
whole powers into the task of writing 
a good book, there ought to be some 
public agency to relieve him of the 
task of being his own commercial 
traveler. I have just printed a thou- 
sand copies of ‘The Divine Mystery’ at 
my own expense, rather than surren- 
der the rights of my literary brethren; 
but, having done that, I shall now be 
pleased to make a free gift of the 
entire edition to any suitable charity 
in England or America.” 

Needs Literary Agent. 

Evidently Mr. Upward needs a lit- 
erary agent badly. Whether the Eng- 
lish Society of Authors has laid down 
any such rule as he mentions, one 
takes the liberty of doubting. I have 
not yet read “The Divine Mystery,” but 
I note that William Archer describes 
it as “a brilliant sketch of the 
history of religion.” AS a matter 
fact, anything of Upward’s is 
sure to make good reading, and 
adventure stories, articularly, 
full of “ginger.” author, by the
